DORCHESTER’S new 
mayor, Tim Harries, has 
started his year as he is 
likely to continue - con¬ 
troversially, promising to 
battle for the town. 


Although mayors are 
supposed to be “above” 
politics, Dorchester’s new 
first citizen used his ac¬ 
ceptance speech to tackle 
what he sees as injustice 


to the town. 

He launched into what 
he described as “the fi¬ 
asco” of the Charles 
Street development and 
how the decision had “ap-

peared to ‘arrive’ rather 
than through discussion 
and consultation”. 

There were also com¬ 
plaints about the Govern¬ 
ment’s response to the 
refugee crisis, which he 
described as “craven and 
shameful” and criticism 
for the South Dorset and 
West Dorset MPs who 
voted against allowing 
more refugee children 
into the country. 

Mr Harries, who takes 
the chains of office for the 
third time, made it plain 
that he would be doing 
his best, along with May¬ 
oress, Anita, to promote 
and fight the comer for 
Dorchester. 

“Dorchester is a vibrant, 
resilient town which is 
still growing. Poundbury 
will soon house the relo¬ 
cated Darners First 
School and in addition to 
lots of new housing there 


are plenty of interesting 
shops and cafes to ex¬ 
plore. 

“Brewery Square is an¬ 
other jewel in our increas¬ 
ingly expanding crown, a 
development which has 
utterly transformed the 
town, especially the 
night-time economy. Add 
into the mix the prison 
site which will, I am sure, 
be developed sensitively, 
and you can see our town 
has a lot going for it,” he 
said. 

But despite his criticism 
of West Dorset District 
Council over the handling 
of the Charles Street de¬ 
velopment, he said he 
hoped that, with the dis¬ 
trict council now under 
new leadership, a spirit of 
co-operation would break 


out and Dorchester could 
hope for a better future. 

He praised the “Public 
First” campaign group for 
its work in bringing 
about a referendum on 
the way that the district 
council carries out its 
business. 

“It is an indication that 
democracy lives and 
tenacity works,” said the 
new Mayor. 

And he said that the 
town council would be 
doing what it could to 
keep vital services going 
at a time when local gov¬ 
ernment was in a state of 
flux. 

“To give two exam¬ 
ples, we have put money 
towards the local youth 
club, which was under 
threat, and facilitated a 


Human remains to be exhumed 


THE developers hoping to build 
homes on the Dorchester Prison site 
have confirmed that human remains 
will be exhumed before work is al¬ 
lowed to go ahead. 

It is believed that one of the bodies 
could be that of Martha Brown, the 
last woman to be hanged in public in 
the county - an incident witnessed in 
1856 by the young Thomas Hardy. 

Cotswold Archaeology, who have 
been contracted to carry out the 


work, say the remains could help 
with research into health, diet and 
disease in the 18th and 19th cen¬ 
turies, 

The remains, once examined and 
recorded, would be re-buried in line 
with Church of England and English 
Heritage guidelines. 

Richard Winsborough, from devel¬ 
opers City and Country, said any re¬ 
mains would "be treated with dignity 
and respect."

ORIGINALLY from the South Northampton¬ 
shire countryside, MINAXI FOUNTAIN moved 
to Kilmington, two years ago with her hus¬ 
band and 10-year-old son Oliver, seeking a 
better quality of life with a healthy dose of 
sun, sea and sand! 

Having always had an interest in cooking, 
Minaxi started cooking curries for other mums 
at the school playground and soon realised 
that she could turn this into a successful busi¬ 
ness. 

She set up Khushi Kitchen and now offers au¬ 
thentic Indian takeaways, as well as supplying 
fresh frozen meals to local shops and from her 
home. 


• WHEN did you first take an interest in cook¬ 
ing? 

I remember helping mum in the kitchen from pri¬ 
mary age. She said I would never find a nice man if 
I couldn't get my chapattis round! My passion for 
cooking started at an early age, watching my peers 
at university eat Pop Tarts, Smash and beans, and 
cardboard pizzas, which made me grateful for my 
mum's insistence on my starting early. 

I cooked everything from scratch even in those 
days and my saucepans grew bigger, as even back 
then I drew quite a crowd to my kitchen and dining 
table under the illusion it was me they liked but it 
was indeed my cooking! 

• HOW did you come to set up Khushi Kitchen 
and how has the business developed? 

Having studied IT at university and then doing the 
natural thing of progressing my career right 
through to being a director of my own consultancy 
company, I realised I was just joining a crowd of 
"successful", high-earning people at the cost of the 
most important thing to me - my family! 

It took a family tragedy to make me realise how 
short life is... so here I am cooking curries for Friday 
takeaway and fresh frozen stock being supplied to 
shops and sold via my home everyday - pop in, 
help yourself and leave money in honesty box - 
easy as that. 

My business in cooking was totally unplanned, it 
all started with the power of the school playground. 
I used to cook to order whatever the mums wanted 
and would take my brown takeaway bags at 
3.30pm every Friday. It all grew from there really 
and I still only grow via word of mouth and, of 
course, keeping up to date via Facebook too. 

• WHAT kind of food do you offer? 



My take away is Indian food, the difference being I 
am passionate about cooking everything from 
scratch, in season and using only the highest qual¬ 
ity ingredients. 

It is also lower in fat than your normal curry take¬ 
away as I don't use ghees or any additional fat or 
sugar unless it is essential to the recipe. 

My meats and veg are sourced from butchers and 
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local markets and, to top it all off, I offer food which 
I have grown up with from the Gujarat region of 
India, where my parents were born and bred, so my 
recipes are passed down the generations. 

Other dishes come from my many visits to India 
from ashrams, street food to high-end restaurants - 
if I liked something on my travels I was cheeky 
enough to askfor the recipe so the dishes really are 
unique and authentic. 

• DO you cater for parties and special events? 

I have catered for several large and small events, my 
last and biggest one was for 120 people at the Kilm¬ 
ington Village Hall! I have also done charity events 
in Lyme and locally with more events lined up, as 
well as birthday parties, concerts, etc. My Saturdays 
are getting far busier than I first anticipated but I 
am determined to keep it small and at home. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about cooking? 

I have learnt the philosophy of cooking with mind¬ 
fulness from my favourite meditation group/re¬ 
treat, the principles of which I follow closely in life 
of the Brahma Kumaris based in Oxfordshire. I get 
to know my customer even before I start to cook 
for them; this helps me to cook whilst I have them 
in mind and I cook with love and the wishes that 
they will eat it happily across a dining room table 
and love every mouthful. I believe the true taste 
comes from cooking with this deep concentration 
for my customers/friends and family alike. 

In addition, I also cook with layers of flavour. I 
marinade my dishes for 24 hours then they are 
cooked in another layer of spice and homemade 
sauces as slowly as time allows. It's not an econom¬ 
ical way of cooking but I'm not in it just for the 
catering and profit side, my passion is to deliver 
high-quality, flavoursome dishes that are made 
with mindfulness to delight my customers - that 
comes first. 

• WHAT'S your favourite dish to make? 

My most popular dish is the Chicken Tikka Makhani, 
which balances flavour and spice and is my signa¬ 
ture dish. My favourite besides the vegetarian 
dishes that I specialise in is the Gujarati chicken - 
this was the childhood dish we had every Sunday 
as we sat around the table with my family and 
brings back happy memories, as it was the only day 
dad would join in cooking too, as the other days 
were mainly vegetarian.

Businesses would suffer 
if A-boards are scrapped 


DORCHESTER businesses are to try 
and find a way of keeping advertising 
boards in South Street - after a consul¬ 
tation where the majority said they 
should be scrapped. 

The town’s Business Improvement 
District said it is keen to find a way for¬ 
ward, claiming that getting rid of the 
boards would lead to some businesses 
suffering. 

BID Chairman John Fiori, said that 
the boards are vital for small businesses 
and a way should be found of keeping 
them. 

Dorset County Council launched a 
consultation earlier this year which at¬ 
tracted 600 responses after complaints 
about the number, size and location of 
the boards. More than 100 boards were counted on 
one day in South Street with some businesses put¬ 
ting out several. 

There are fears that the boards could pose a dan¬ 
ger for those with sight problems and get in the 
way for wheelchair and pram users. 

The county council consultation discovered that 
60 per cent said there are too many boards while

48 per cent said they should be removed. 

Project director for the BID, Phil Gordon, said 
the organisation of businesses will now try and 
find a way forward voluntarily. 

The council council’s policy insists that boards 
should be in good condition, limited in size and 
keep the pavement clear for pedestrians. Action is 
only taken where there is a safety issue.

Council to hand over youth 
centres to community groups 


THE formal agreement to hand over 16 of Dorset’s 
youth centres to community groups has been agreed. 

But others may yet close with nothing put in their 
place. 

Among those whose transfers have been agreed are 
Dorchester, Bridport, Crossways, and in Weymouth 
Southill and STEPS. 

Dorset County Council has argued that it needs to 
close youth centres to proactively target vulnerable 
youngsters in the community. 

The decision to hand over centres has been de¬ 
scribed as ‘a bold move’. 

The DCC decision will also involve the transfer of 
funds and equipment for local youth centres to com¬ 
munity groups. 

The value of buildings being transferred to commu¬ 
nity groups is more than £1.5million. They will trans¬ 
ferred with legal agreements to ensure they can only 
be use for community benefit. 

Councillor Robin Cook, Cabinet member for organ¬ 
isational development and transformation, said: “I’d 
like to take this opportunity to pay thanks to commu¬ 
nities for rallying and coming forward with their busi¬ 
ness cases. It is a brave move which will help to 
address the need for us all - councils, community 
groups, voluntary organisations and agencies - to 
work more collaboratively to achieve the very best 
outcomes for young people.” 

“Communities taking on the use of these buildings 
will increase the availability of places for local young 
people to go and things for them to do. Local people 
will be able to have more say how the buildings are 
run and the activities that take place in them. It will 
also increase the opportunities for funding available 
to communities from public, corporate, charitable and 
private sources.” 

He said that one of the ways in which the council 
will support communities to raise money for local 
youth activities will be through ‘crowdfunding’, 
working in partnership with Crowdfunder UK. 
Groups will be able to access a pot of £200,000 that

the council hopes to grow to more than £1 million 
through people pledging donations. 

Councillor Rebecca Knox, Cabinet member for 
Children’s Safeguarding said: “The agreement made 
by Cabinet will create a more sustainable and targeted 
service for young people. Communities know best 
what their local young people need and want in terms 
of a youth service so it seems a good idea to allow 
them to make those decisions. We hope these changes 
will have a positive impact on the health and wellbe¬ 
ing of young people, their families and communities.” 

Beaminster Youth Centre building will be retained 
as a living and learning centre while the Portland 
Youth Centre building will be disposed of when 
IPACA’s Royal Manor campus closes.

THOUSANDS of people have signed an online 
petition against a fresh round of badger culls in 
Dorset. 

And local people who were consulted by Natu¬ 
ral England have warned of an impact on the 
county’s tourism business if another round of 
killing is allowed to go ahead. 

But farmers say the cull is needed to stop the 
spread of bovine TB to Dorset cattle herds and 
are urging the Government to allow the second 
cull. 

Among the opponents of the cull is Dorset 
Wildlife Trust which has started a vaccination 
programme for badgers on its nature reserves. 

Chief executive of the Trust, Simon Cripps said 
that the application to re-introduce the cull flies 
in the face of “public opinion, economic sense 
and scientific reason”. 

A National Farmers’ Union spokesman, David 
George, said: “As far as I know, tourism has not

The draft Mineral Sites Plan provides an update of 
work already going on. A number of possible sites 
were included in the consultation last summer 2015 
but there are four new or amended sites now open 
for consultation. 

These include possible locations for quarries at 
Gallows Hill and Philliol’s Farm in Bere Regis, 
Henbury Farm in Sturminster Marshall and Swan- 
worth Quarry in Worth Matravers. 

All the potential mineral sites have been nomi¬ 
nated by quarrying companies or landowners. 

A second document, the draft Waste Plan, has also 
been published and people are being asked to help 


shape future plans for waste and recycling. 

The draft Waste Plan considers what kind of waste 
is being produced in Dorset, how it is currently 
being managed and how this might change. It also 
seeks to identify sites to meet the need for new 
waste management facilities in the future. 

The proposals include new or improved household 
recycling facilities or transfer stations in five areas: 
Blandford, Ferndown, Gillingham, Dorchester and 
Wareham 

There is also a need for new facilities to treat black 
bag waste and bulky waste. A number of sites are 
under consideration: Ferndown and Woolsbridge in 
East Dorset; Mannings Heath and Canford Magna in 
Poole; and Parley in Christchurch. 

In addition, two sites are being considered for ex¬ 
tensions to sewage treatment works at Maiden New¬ 
ton and Gillingham. 

Land at Bourne Park, Piddlehinton, is being con¬ 
sidered for green waste composting and Swanworth 
Quarry is being considered for additional quantities 
of inert filling within the exiting quarry. 

Councillor Peter Finney, Dorset County Council’s 


Cabinet member for the environment, infrastructure 
and highways, said: “We strongly encourage people 
to give us their views on the proposals over the next 
eight weeks. This will help us to decide on the most 
suitable sites to take forward to protect the environ¬ 
ment and also building a sustainable economy for 
the future.”

US troops remembered

THE thousands of US 
troops who left Wey¬ 
mouth during the Second 
World War were remem¬ 
bered in the annual US 
Memorial Day service 
on the Esplanade. 

Between June 6th 1944 
and May 7th 1945 more 
than half a million US 
troops left Weymouth 
and Portland. 

On D-Day alone 3,000 
were killed, most at 


Omaha Beach. 

Attending the service 
was 95-year-old veteran 
Bill Roper who served in 
the Arctic Convoys and 
the Malta Convoys on 
HMS Ledbury. He was 
also serving in the Far 
East at the time of the 
atomic bombs in August 


Mr Roper said: “We 
need to remember those 
who never came back. 
I’m a very lucky person. 
If someone had told me 
a few years ago that I 
would live to this age I’d 
never have believed 
them. I’ve not broken 
any records yet, but I 
live in hope. I take every 


opportunity I can to at¬ 
tend services like this. It 
is so important to re¬ 
member those who did 
not return.” 

Conducting the service 
was The Reverend Dr 
Daniel Newman, curate 
at St John's Church. 

“I have a personal con¬ 
nection because my wife 
is American and she has 
relatives who have 
served in the US armed 
forces,” he said. 

“It’s a privilege to hon¬ 
our the thousands of US 
personnel who left these 
shores to go and fight in 
Normandy alongside our 
own forces and to pray 
for our world which is 
torn apart by conflict 
even today.” 

Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Mayor Councillor 
Richard Kosior said: “If 
you don’t learn by your 
mistakes you can’t im¬ 
prove things in the fu¬ 
ture. There are millions 
of people worldwide 
who have made the ulti¬ 
mate sacrifice for our 
freedoms and ideals. If 
we forget the past and 
fail to leam from the mis¬ 
takes made in history, we 
will have no future.”

On Monday at the Keep Military Museum in Dorch¬ 
ester an appeal was made to find the rest of the 
money. 

Artist Vivien Mallock who won a competition to 


make the sculpture was 
at the news conference to 
appeal for the rest of the 
money. She has already 
made a version in clay 
with soldiers from the 
campaigns on the 
Somme, at Kohima in 
Burma and in Northern 
Ireland represented. 

And soldiers who either 
served in those cam¬ 
paigns, or whose family 
members did, were there 
to tell the stories of those 
famous battles. 

The Devonshire Regi¬ 
ment and The Dorset 
Regiment were amalga¬ 
mated in 1958 until its merger into The Rifles in 
2007. 

Lt Col Mike Richardson of the Devonshire and 
Dorset Regimental Association said the regiments 
were far more than military units. He described them 
as “ a family”, firmly embedded into the fabric of the 
county community, in which their solders were born, 
raised, married and employed. 

“This is our legacy at the national centre for remem¬ 
brance that will honour our regiments’ existence, 
comradeship, service to our country and sacrifice. It’s 
not just a military monument, but a tribute to more 
than a century of loyal service and commitment by 
the people of Devon and Dorset, our ’wider regimen¬ 
tal family’, from where our soldiers came. 

“Anyone can take part in this exciting project by 
making a donation and thus become a joint-owner of 
the memorial. It’s an important final farewell, which 
will remain to inform future generations to come, at 
a national centre.” 

He said that the design for the memorial, which will 
be made in Hampshire, was “fantastic” and that he

was very excited by it. 

“The memorial honours the service and tradition of 
our regiments and remembers those who died in bat¬ 
tle,” he said. 

Also at the launch was Colonel ‘Paddy’ King- 
Fretts, whose father, Paget, was with the 2nd Battal¬ 
ion The Dorset Regiment at Kohima and Keith Hicks, 
whose father, Arthur, served throughout World War 
1 with the 2nd Battalion The Devonshire Regiment 
and was injured on the infamous first day of the 
Somme. Keith also served in the Regiment joining 
up as soon as he was able to. 

To represent more modern campaigns were brothers 
George and Richard Symes who both served in 
Northern Ireland in the 1970s. 

All those who contribute will have their names 
recorded in a book held at The Keep Military Mu¬ 
seum.

Church trust donates 
to flood repair fund 


DORSET Historic Churches 
Trust has given a cheque of 
£12,500 to St Mary’s church at 
Charminster to help meet the 
costs of flood repairs. 

The cheque was presented at a 
special Evensong with the Vicar 
of St Mary’s, The Reverend 
Canon Janet Smith and The Right 
Reverend Karen Gorham, the 
Bishop of Sherborne. 

St Mary’s, a Grade One listed 
church was flooded in 2014 when 
the River Cerne burst its banks, 
covering a large area of the 
churchyard with floodwater. 
Funding from Dorset Historic 
Churches Trust (DHCT) has gone 
principally to repairing the storm 
damage. 

In a bid to make the church 
more resilient, and easier to re¬ 


cover from any future adverse 
weather, the Parochial Church 
Council decided to replace the 
Victorian woodblock flooring 
with stone paving. Whilst restor¬ 
ing the church floors the opportu¬ 
nity was then taken to install 
underfloor heating using an eco- 
friendly air source heat pump to 
help reduce heating costs. 

The road bridge adjacent to St 
Mary’s churchyard, also under¬ 
went reconstruction to provide 
faster flow of water at the ex¬ 
pense of the local authority. This 
works, as well as landscaping of 
the churchyard, was designed to 
reduce the chances of water over¬ 
flowing the banks in the future. 

Simon Pomeroy, Chairman of 
DHCT, said: “We are delighted to 
be able to award this grant to St 


Mary’s. The repair works which 
we help to fund are often desper¬ 
ately needed. 

“We rely on fundraising activity 
and donations by our many sup¬ 
porters and especially the Friends 
of the Dorset Historic Churches 
Trust to make our work possible. 

“We would like to say thank 
you to everyone who took part in 
our annual Ride and Stride 
fundraising event in 2015 and 
hope as many - if not more - peo¬ 
ple will join in the fun in Septem¬ 
ber this year.” 

DHCT’s annual Ride and Stride 
event is the charity’s main source 
of fundraising. The event in¬ 
volves some 200 parish and 
church communities across the 
county and 2015’s grand total 
raised £84,000.

A RETIRED Dorchester police¬ 
man is now pounding a new 
beat - as a first aid trainer for St 
John Ambulance. 

Pete Hazelton spent 31 years 
in Dorset Police, working across 
the county, and alongside his 
regular duties he taught hun¬ 
dreds of colleagues first aid. 

Now he is putting that knowl¬ 
edge to use by helping a gener¬ 
ation of young people learn life 
saving skills.

“During the 12 years I taught 
police officers, many of them 
came up to me sometime after¬ 
wards and told me they’d used 
the first aid techniques they 
learned from me,” said Peter. 

“They said they thought, 
“What would Pete tell me to 
do?” and the answer came to 
them, which is a huge compli¬ 
ment. 

“My hope is that through 
teaching young people first aid 
in schools with St John Ambu¬ 
lance, some of them will have 
the same experience and know 
what to do to help, in years to 
come.”

He impressed his colleagues to

“He is a previous Dorchester 
Round Table chairman and local 
bandsman. 

“First aid is a set of practical 
skills that stay with you for 
life,” he added. 

“In an emergency, you could 


literally be the difference be¬ 
tween a life lost and a life saved, 
and that’s why I’m so passionate 
about making sure we create the 
life savers of tomorrow.”

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5 CLEVER DESIGN TRICKS 

TO QUICKLY REFRESH A HOME

What’s your ‘saver’ personality? 


THE savings landscape has undergone a dra¬ 
matic change recently. 

The launch of the new personal savings al¬ 
lowance means we have a much wider choice of 
places to stash our cash without paying tax on 
the interest - not just IS As. 

The new allowance enables basic rate tax pay¬ 
ers to earn up to £1,000 in savings interest tax- 
free. Higher rate taxpayers can now earn up to 
£500 in tax-free interest. 

This will provide at least a little comfort for 
some of those who have seen their returns ham¬ 
mered in recent years by rock-bottom interest 
rates. 

But when it comes to making the most of the 
new allowance, it seems much may depend on 
your “savings personality”. 

Research from Santander has revealed six dif¬ 
ferent savings personality types. 

It found the most common type is the "some¬ 
time squirreller". 

Around one in three of us fall into this bracket. 
These are people who do save - but only for spe¬ 
cial occasions or purchases and do not put 
money away as often as they would like to. 

Holidays and cars are the most popular savings 
goals, followed by unexpected rainy day ex¬ 
penses such as a boiler breakdown. 

After sometime squirrellers, the next most 
common savings personality is the “superhero 
saver”. For a lucky one in four people, putting 
money away comes as second nature, it seems. 

Meanwhile, 17% of people are described as 
“save another dayers”, for whom saving is a 
great idea - if only they could get around to 
doing it. 

Around one in 10 people are “fence sitters” - 
who do not think about saving at all. And a sim¬ 
ilar number are “all gone againers” - who blow 
their money every payday. 

Around one in 16 people are described as a 
“raver not saver”. They would rather splash out 
on enjoying themselves than put money away for 
a rainy day. 

As a general rule, experts believe it's a good 
idea to have money put away that could cover at 
least three months’ worth of bills in case of an 
emergency. Some believe six months’ worth of 
cash should be put aside to be on the safe side. 

On average, people think they should have 
around £6,500 in savings set aside for a rainy 
day, Santander found. 

• So how can you become a superhero saver? 
Even if saving such large amounts seems a 
daunting task, getting into the habit of putting 
away a little, and often, can help. 

Nearly two-thirds (61%) of us admit we have 
got a shock when we've checked our bank bal¬ 
ance, Santander’s research among more than 
2,000 people found. 

In an attempt to control their spending, more 
than one in four (28%) have cut up credit cards 
and 36% have avoided going into shops. 

What kind of saver are you? 

HOW CAN YOU... CUT YOUR CAR 
INSURANCE PREMIUM? 
RICHARD Headland, editor of Which? says: 
“There are some simple and sometimes surpris¬ 
ing things that can have a big impact on your car 
insurance premium.” 

Here are some tips from Which? 

• Carefully consider your job title. While you 
must not lie about what you do, some jobs can 
be referred to in different ways - and this can re¬ 
duce your premium. 

• Avoid modifying your car. Even adding tinted 
windows or changing your alloy wheels could 
increase premiums. 

• Setting a higher voluntary excess - as long as 
it's one you can afford - can lower premiums. 
Setting your voluntary excess at £500 instead of 
£0 can save around £117. 

• Don't overestimate your mileage. Motorists 


driving 10,000 miles a year can pay £31 more on 
average than those driving 5,000. 

• Check the price of comprehensive cover. You 
may expect comprehensive cover to be more ex¬ 
pensive - but on average Which? found it was 
£156 cheaper because third party, fire and theft 
is often bought by younger drivers who are sta¬ 
tistically more likely to be involved in an acci¬ 
dent.

FINANCIAL fact: March was a record month 
for current account customers switching deals, 
according to payments body Bacs. 

Some 124,615 customers switched their ac¬ 
count in March 2016 using the new current ac¬ 
count switching service which makes changing 
your bank or building society simpler - the high¬ 
est monthly total since the service was launched 
in 2013. 

HOMEOWNERS HAVE HIGH HOPES 

FOR PROPERTY PRICES, STUDY SAYS 

MORE than nine in 10 homeowners expect 
property prices in their areas to increase in the 
coming months, a website has found. 

Some 92% of homeowners surveyed for 
Zoopla expect property values where they live 
to continue marching upwards over the next six 
months - with a typical predicted growth rate of 
9.5% over the period. 

Homeowners were found to have high confi¬ 
dence levels in house price growth despite recent 
reports suggesting factors such as the EU refer¬ 
endum could sprinkle some uncertainty over the 
housing market in the coming months.

SOME 300,000 PEOPLE EXPECTED TO 
SELL THEIR ANNUITY 

AROUND 300,000 people are expected to sell 
their retirement annuity after a further pensions 
shake-up comes into force next year, HM Rev¬ 
enue and Customs (HMRC) documents show. 

From April 2017, people who already have an 
annuity - which gives pensioners a guaranteed 
income - can sell it on for a lump sum. 

The reforms will build on the pension freedoms 
introduced in 2015, which mean people aged 55 
and over no longer have to use their pension pot 
to buy an annuity and instead they can have more 
choice over how they use their money. The 2015 
reforms did not affect people who had already 
retired and had bought an annuity.

Winners & losers in pension stakes

THE new tax year has brought with it the launch 
of the new state pension. 

The overhaul, which affects people reaching 
state pension age on or after April 6, 2016, aims 
to give people a clearer idea, from a younger age, 
of exactly how much retirement cash they are 
likely to end up with. 

The full new pension has a single-tier flat rate of 
£155.65 a week. 

To get the new state pension, men must have 
been born on or after April 6, 1951, and women 
must have been bom on or after April 6, 1953. 

Under the previous system, there were two parts 
to the state pension: the basic state pension as well 
as the additional state pension, which provides 
extra money on top of the basic state pension. 

But while the new state pension is set at a single 
amount, people could still end up getting more or 
less than this when they retire. 

To get any of the new state pension, people will 
generally need to have built up 10 years of Na¬ 
tional Insurance (NI) contributions. This could 
come from money they have paid in, or that has 
come from NI credits, perhaps because they have 
been caring for a family. 

To get the full rate, people will need 35 years of 
NI contributions. 

People could still end up getting more as they 
may have already built up an entitlement to more 
than the full rate under the old pension arrange¬ 
ments. 

There will be "winners" and "losers" as the new 
state pension era dawns. 

Maike Currie, investment director for personal 
investing at Fidelity International, says: "The self- 
employed are the big winners - they could see their 
pensions rise from around £6,000 a year to £8,000 
a year. 

"While this might not sound much, to secure the 
equivalent income of £2,000 a year, rising with in¬ 
flation would cost you around £65,000 if you're 
buying a guaranteed annuity at age 65." 

Currie says that while women have also been 
seen as the winners, the rising state pension age 
for women also means many will be "losers" of 
the new system. 

The benefits of the new state pension will also 
diminish for younger workers. 

Currie says: "The difference is due to the addi¬ 
tional savings built up by older workers under the 
old system called the state second pension. 
Younger workers will not qualify for this despite 
paying NI contributions." 

• So if you don't think you will be entitled to 
much state pension, how can you boost it? 

There are several potential ways to do this. You 
could keep working and paying NI contributions 
until you reach state pension age. You could also 
see if you can apply for NI credits to fill gaps in 
your records. Other potential options could be to 
pay voluntary NI contributions or to defer your 
state pension when you reach state pension age, to 
build up extra pension money when you do claim 
it.

If you do have some gaps in your NI record, you 
might not need to do anything - as it is possible to 
have some gaps and still get the full new state pen¬ 
sion.

• Automatic enrolment into workplace pensions.

The scheme, launched in 2012, has 
been successful at getting people into the savings 
habit, with nine in 10 people staying in their pen¬ 
sion so far. 


• New pension freedoms for people aged 55 and 
over. People no longer have to buy a retirement 
annuity with their pot and instead have more op¬ 
tions to take their cash how they wish, subject to 
tax.

Those in the 18 to 35 Millennial age group are 
also more likely to have thrifty habits when buying 
everyday goods such as a coffee or a pint of beer 
than the Generation X age group of 36 to 54-year- 
olds, the research from peer-to-peer lender Zopa 
suggests. 

But the survey of more than 2,000 people also 
found that with financial hurdles such as student 
loans, costly renting and the struggle to get on the 
housing ladder, many Millennials also see debt as 
a normal part of their life. 

MANY HOME BUYERS MAKE UP THEIR 
MINDS WITHIN TWO MINUTES' 

Britons spend around the same length of time de¬ 
ciding whether to buy a pair of shoes as whether 
to put an offer in on a house, a survey reveals. 

It takes 26 hours on average for people to decide 
to make an offer on a house purchase, and 25 
hours typically for them to decide whether to buy 
a pair of shoes, HSBC found. 

The research, among 2,000 home owners and 
current house hunters, found that with the supply 
of homes generally tight compared with the num¬ 
ber of potential buyers, one in nine (11%) people 
had decided to put in an offer within two minutes 
of viewing a property.

Planning a financial future is important - but it 
seems many of us would rather perform vital 
tasks like rifling through our music collections 
than getting down to money matters.

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5 TIPS ABOUT SUBSIDENCE 


1. SUBSIDENCE is the 
shrinking and movement 
of the earth your home is built on, which results 
in the foundations moving and cracks appearing 
in the building. There are several causes of sub¬ 
sidence, but one of the most common is trees. 
Tree roots can cause movement by growing 
under the foundations. Even if they're not that 
invasive, the roots extract moisture from the soil, 
causing the ground to contract. Pruning or re¬ 
moving the tree is often the solution, but it can 
sometimes make the problem worse. 

2. Clay soil is another common cause of subsi¬ 
dence. It usually holds a lot of water, but if the 


water table drops during 
dry weather, the clay will 
start to shrink. Hidden mine shafts or bell mines, 
defective drains, culverts and pipework, and 
sandy or gravelly soil can also cause subsidence. 
Leaking water can wash away unstable soil from 
around a building's foundations, for example. 

3. If you see cracks in plaster or brickwork, 
they're not necessarily a sign of subsidence, as 
cracks can be caused by all sorts of things and 
are often nothing to worry about. However, new 
or expanding cracks wider than 3mm may be 
caused by subsidence, especially during a dry 
spell. Cracks that are wider at the top than the 
bottom, and that run diagonally, 
can be a sign of subsidence, too, 
as can a crack that's on both the 
inside and outside of a wall. 

4. If you think your home is suf¬ 
fering from subsidence, tell your 
buildings insurer, as they should 
get an expert to check it out. It's 
often a case of monitoring the sit¬ 
uation, which can be a lengthy 
process lasting months or even 
years - drain and geological sur¬ 
veys may be necessary. If you 
don't have insurance, or don't 
want to involve your insurer 
straightaway, get a chartered sur-

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veyor to assess the problem. In the worst cases, 
a structural engineer will also be needed. 

5. Relatively easy solutions can often be found 
for subsidence, such as fixing a defective drain or 
water pipe. In other cases, metal piles can be 
used to shore up the foundations, but only if the 
foundations are strong enough. Jet grouting can 


sometimes be the answer, which involves filling 
underground gaps and making unstable soil, 
such as gravelly soil, solid. In a small number of 
cases, underpinning is required.This is where pits 
are dug under the foundations and filled with 
concrete - it's an expensive process, but your 
home should be a lot sturdier afterwards.

Volkswagen Amarok: On the move in a premium pick-up 


VOLKSWAGEN Commercial Vehicles has 
revealed the first images of its new Amarok 
on the move, as well as the interior which 
offers customers a number of new fea¬ 
tures. These include an attractive cockpit, 
with a colour multi-function display for the 
Aventura launch model and state-of-the- 
art radio/navigation systems. For the 
driver and front-seat passenger, the 
Amarok also provides 14-way adjustable 
ergoComfort seats, which have already 
won awards for their back-friendliness. 

Superior and robust: at home both on and 
off the road, the Amarok, with its new 3.0- 
litre V6 TDI engine achieves 550 Newton 
metres of torque and 165 kW / 224 PS at 
his highest power output level. It can reach 
a top speed of 193 kilometres per hour (120 
mph) and accelerate from 0 to 100 km/h 
(62 mph) in 7.9 seconds. 

The pick-up is an attractive alternative 
thanks to its high seat position, good all¬ 
round visibility and high-quality interior, 
making for a comfortable ride both on- and 
off-road. And, despite its impressive size, 
getting into the Amarok is easy, with doors 
that swing open wide and - depending on 
the design variant - grab handles on the A 
and B-pillars to help you climb into the cab. 

One of the highlights of the new 
Amarok’s interior are the new electrically 
adjustable ergoComfort seats for the 
driver and front-seat passenger, which 
provide plenty of head and legroom. This is, 
above all, thanks to the height-adjustable 
front seats, which can also be moved a long 


way back. They feature sporty contoured 
side bolsters that have been optimised to 
provide maximum comfort and top er¬ 
gonomic characteristics. The optional elec¬ 
tric 14-way driver and front passenger 
seats can be individually adjusted to suit 
personal body size. The seat height and 
longitudinal position can be adjusted at the 
push of a button, the degree and width of 
lumbar support can be changed and the 
backrest and seat cushion angle set. The 
seat depth can also be adjusted manually. 
The ergoComfort seats for the driver and 
front-seat passenger in the Amarok have 
been awarded the 'AGR’seal of approval by 
the Healthy Back Campaign (Aktion 
Gesunder Riicken e.V.). With nappa leather 
seat covers, contrasting Ceramique stitch¬ 
ing and additional seat heating, the Amarok 
caters for discerning customers. 

The redesigned instrument panel also 
immediately catches the eye: striking 
features of the design of the new 
instrument panel architecture include 
the emphasis on horizontal lines, the clear 
division of the surfaces and the precision 
of the folds and edges. Doing away with 
round contours and concentrating on 
horizontal and vertical lines makes the 
interior appear more striking and pro¬ 
nounced. Numerous storage compart¬ 
ments make life easier for the passengers. 

The multifunction steering wheel also 
makes it easier for the driver to operate the 
radio, telephone or multifunction display. 
The Aventura launch model comes with a 


colour 3D display between the classic 
round instruments. The driver can use the 
new, optional paddle switches on the 
steering wheel (standard in the Aventura) 
to control the 8-speed automatic trans¬ 
mission, while the frameless rear-view 
mirror, in combination with the optional 
Light and Sight package, heightens the up¬ 
market look and sporting character of the 
new Amarok’s interior. 

At the very top of the centre console, and 
thus directly in the driver’s field of vision, is 
the infotainment system, allowing well 
thought-out, ergonomic operation. 
Equipped with features such as App Con¬ 
nect, Guide & Inform or Car-Net, it is pos¬ 
sible, for example, to integrate smartphone 
apps via a USB interface in order to be able 
to access them via the infotainment sys¬ 
tem’s touchscreen. Guide & Inform extends 
the navigation system by adding online- 
based, up-to-the-minute information 
services such as online traffic information. 
The ‘Discover Media’navigation system also 
comes with DAB+ digital radio as standard. 

Both the ‘Composition Media'and ‘Dis¬ 
cover Media’infotainment systems come 
with digital voice enhancement. This elec¬ 
tric voice amplification makes communi¬ 
cating during the journey easier. The 
hands-free microphone amplifies the voice 
signals so that the driver no longer, for in¬ 
stance, has to turn to face the back-seat 
passengers or raise their voice. Passengers 
on the back seat hear the person’s voice 
amplified by the rear loudspeakers. 


The ‘Park Pilot’ parking assistance sys¬ 
tem, assisted by the ‘Rear View’ reversing 
camera, also makes life easier. Stainless 
steel pedals (exclusive to the Aventura) and 
black trim, divided from door to door by a 
bar in contrasting colour, round of the ap¬ 
pearance of the Amarok’s interior. Air-con¬ 
ditioning system, Bluetooth connection and 
up to four 12-volt power supply sockets are 
also included. 

Prices for the new Amarok in Germany 
start at €25,720 net for the rear-wheel 
drive Trendline version with double cab, the 
V6 TDI and 120 kW (EU6, available from the 


second quarter of 2017), making them just 
€940 more expensive than the previous 
entry-level model with a with double cab 
and 103 kW TDI four-cylinder engine. The 
top-of-the-range Amarok Aventura with 
the V6 TDI and 165 kW engine, 4Motion all¬ 
wheel drive and 8-speed automatic trans¬ 
mission comes to €46,525 net and will be 
launched at the end of September 2016. 

New Amarok sales in the UK will begin 
before the end of the year. There are cur¬ 
rently no plans to sell the launch Aventura 
model in the UK. Full pricing and specifica¬ 
tion details will be released closer to launch.

In a collaboration with the 
Government and automotive 
industry-backed Go Ultra 
Low campaign, the Welsh 
icon and her band recorded 
the Bossa Nova-inspired 
tune while on the move in 
four cars that were turned 
into mini recording studios. 

This feat is uniquely 
achievable in pure electric ve¬ 
hicles - or plug-in hybrid ve¬ 
hicles in electric mode - 
because there is no engine 
noise, resulting in acoustics 
that are more conducive to 
recording sound. 

Footage of the musicians 
inside the BMW 225xe, Kia 
Soul EV, Mitsubishi Outlander 


PHEV and Nissan e-NV200 
Combi, was captured from 
sessions at Millbrook Proving 
Ground, Bedfordshire, and 
turned into a music video to 
accompany the song. 

The video sees Cerys and 
her band (Mason Neely, Byron 
Waller and Neil Charles) un¬ 
dertake a ‘journey’ from noisy 
towns and cities to a tranquil 
countryside setting. The 
video emphasises the refined 
driving experience that is 
contributing to the rising pop¬ 
ularity of electric vehicles 
with British motorists. 

Cerys Matthews said: “I 
want my family to live a 
greener life, and electric cars 
give us the opportunity to do 
that. What was surprising 
when we drove one was that 
it’s actually a much more en¬ 
joyable ride for the driver and 
passengers, no more having 
to shout (or sing!) above the 
engine noise - it's a more re¬ 
laxing experience. 


“TTie inspiration for the song 
Float On Down To Monte 
Carlo is the idea of being 
taken away from noisy and 
complicated everyday life to a 
place where you can hear 
yourself think and dream. I’m 
so keen to share the experi¬ 
ence that I’ve hired six elec¬ 
tric cars to ferry people to 
and from my ‘Good Life Fes¬ 
tival' in September.” 

Poppy Welch, Head of Go 
Ultra Low, added: “A quiet, 
peaceful ride is one of the 
best things about driving an 
electric car.
